The tenants were the’ Po Fong 

Studio, Luk Shun Wo ahd Kam Man 
Yee. ‘Ordered to vacate the premises 
by Mr Justlee Gould wthin 14 cays 
from March 1, they brought an 
application before Mr Justice 
Willtams and Mr Justice. Reynolds, 
on March 11 for a stay of execution 
until the hearing of thelr appeal. 
The application was refused, and the | 
tenants thereupon brought a motion 
before a Full Court comprising Mr 
Justice Willams, Mr Justice Gould 
and Mr Justlee Reynolds on March 
‘25 for leave to appenl to the Privy 
Council against this decision. Failing 
in this also, the tenants then gave 
notice of appeal against Mr Justice 
Gould's decision in granting the 
evictlon order, : 
. It was this ‘appeal which was to 
have been heard by Mr Justice 
Wiitlams and Mr Justice Reynolds 
this morning. 

- GROUNDS FOR APPEAL 

Appearing for the tenants on the 
Anstructlons of Mr M.A. da Silva, Mr

the appeal were (1) that the judge 
had no jurisdiction to make the or- 
der; (2) that the exemption order 
granted by the Governor-in-Council 
on September 2, 1947 upon which 
the judge relied was bad upon the 
face af $3. and (3) that the 
Judge was wrong In law in holding 
that at the date of the sald order 
the .| Governor-In-Counc!l shad 
authorfty or jurisdiction {10 make 
the exemption order relied upon. 

After giving a history of the dis- 
pute, 'Mr Loscby said that on April’ 
1 Mr Silva wrote to Mr -F. I. Zim- 
mern, solicitor for the Iandlords 
asking him !f he would withhold 
execution of the eviction order 
pending the hearing of the appeal. 
To. this a reply was received on 
April 6. stating that unicss all mesne 
profits due and payable by the 
tenants were paid at 3 p.m. on the 
following day, execution would be 
issued without further notice. 

There was a clear implication In 
the reply that if all mesne profits 
were pojd.execution vould. be with-. 
held, saf@ Mr Loseby, who then 
went on to say that on April 7 Mr 
Silva sent to Mr Zimmern a cheque 
for $3,045 covering the mesne pro- 
flts due. On the same day, Mr

acknowledging receipt of the cheque, 
sald that os the: tenants were still 
in possession he had been instructed 
by his clients to execute the eviction 
order. without further delay by 2 
pm. on the following day.
